The money and pistel stolen from the 
money drawer on the night the crime was 
committed were found Wednesday after- 
noon if an old hay stack near the house cf 
Dan Hardin, the father of the accused. 

The indictment was found agairst young 
Hardin by the grand jury before the money 
and-pistol were found, as the evidence 
egainst him at that time was strong. It is 
now thought positively that he is the 
guilty party. He denies his guilt, but cannot 
explain his where stenee at the time the 
crime was cOmmitted. _ ; : 

Yesterday morning, Justinian Evans, 
tiother-in-law of J. H. Polk, wishing to 
secure stronger evidence against the little 
negro, summoned to his aid twenty of his 
neighbors to scour the woods for the miss- 
ing money and pistol. Mr. Evans said: 

“I. with. those whom I had asked to help, 
commenced the search at the store and 
went toward Dan Hardin’s house, because 
we thought his son Ed was guilty of the 
crime. Every foot of ground was carefully 
gone over. The leaves were stirred and 
every hole was*fully examined. What made 
me think the bov had committed the crime 
was that the entire affair was so much like 
an amateur’s work. 

Nothing but a little money was stolen 
that the boy had seen in the money draw- 
er. After searching the ground and. sur- 
rounding piaces where’ persons could hide 
carefully we came ‘to old man Hardin's 
house. Behind the house are three stacks 
of hay. : 

“I told two of my friends to look at two 
of the stacks and T examined the third.

I followed 
with my hand and it struck something 
hard, It was the bag containing the money, 
with the pistol also in it. J took the money
